The want of a Reformatory School for Protestant girls, to 
which I drew attention in my last Report, has not yet been 
provided for. I hope that very soon a practical effort will be 
made to establish one by those interested in a project that is

Of a total of 185 convicted during the year 175 were sent 
direct to the Reformatory, and 10 were, sentenced to imprison- 
ment before they were sent to the Reformatory. Of these 
10 juvenile offenders 3 were 10 years of age, 5 were 11 years, 
and 1 was Il-J years. The remaining one, who was over 15 
years, was discharged by order of the Chief Secretary, his 
sentence being illegal. 

It is satisfactory to know that the Youthful Offenders’ Bill is 
likely to pass this Session, and that the mischievous and sense- 
less provision still in force of imposing a preliminary term of 
imprisonment on young offenders under 12 years of age, will be 
abolished. 

The number of juveniles committed, and the offences for 
which they were sentenced, were— 113 larceny and petty theft,

10 larceny from the person, 4 larceny in dwelling-house, 1 at- 
tempt to steal, 5 unlawful possession of goods, 4 embezzlement, 

2 horse-stealing, 4 house-breaking, shop-breaking, &e., 4 bur- 
glary, 5 wilful damage, and other malicious offences, 5 assault, 

6 vagrancy, 2d other offences. 

State of Instruction on Admission . — Of 171 boys committed 
74 could neither read nor write, 77 could read or read and write 
imperfectly, and only 20 could read and write well. Of the 
14 girls committed 8 could neither read nor write, 5 could read 
or read and write imperfectly, and only 1 could read and write 
well. No more convincing proof of the relation of crime to 
illiteracy could be adduced than appears from these figures. 

Health of Inmates . — The health of juveniles under detention 
in Reformatories has, as usual, been satisfactory ; only 3 deaths 
occurred during the year. 

Education . — Most of the eases admitted are very deficient 
in literary training, and a great number are wholly illiterate. 
Notwithstanding this, I have observed that after a short period 
of training a great change for the better is effected, which is 
highly creditable to the school management. 

I have recommended Managers to adopt, as far as circum- 
stances permit, the methods and the principles embodied in 
the new programme of instruction in National Schools, as the 
best means of educating the undeveloped and untrained facul- 
ties of these children, and arousing in them an intelligent 
interest in their literary and industrial work. 

Industrial Training . — While the various branches under this 
head are taught with increasing success, there is still much to 
be desired in the matter of developing in the children a 
more intelligent interest in their work. This more especially 
applies to boys engaged in agricultural and gardening opera- 
tions. , 

Discharges have been satisfactory — 11 boys entered the 
Army, 36 were sent to employment, 69 returned to friends, 
6 emigrated, 1 was sent to sea, 1 discharged on account of 
disease, 3 died, 3 absconded, and 11 were discharged, being 
illegally committed. ... , 

There were 7 girls discharged last year, and of these 4 were 
sent to employment and 3 returned to friends.

The only change of any importance that has taken place in 
the schools during the year is the general adoption of the new 
programme issued by the Commissioners of National Education 
in Ireland. In most of the schools it has been taken up with 
enthusiasm ; in some, Managers, while approving of its 
methods and principles, hesitate to adopt the programme in 
its entirety, and a few still adhere to the old system.

1 0 Thirty-ninth Report of Inspector of Reformatory 

I am satisfied that in a very short time Managers will be 
compelled to recognise the fact that if they want to be in line 
with the advanced state of primary education in the. country, 
they must adopt the new methods, and the new principles laid 
down in the programme. 

During the year there has been a change in the management 
of Artane Industrial School, and under the new management 
I have observed many important and much-needed improve- 
ments carried out. 

Literary and Industrial Training. 

Of the total of 1,022 cases admitted to Industrial Schools 
during the year, 608 could neither read nor write, 373 could 
read or read and write imperfectly, and only 41 could read and 
write well. The large number of illiterates committed to 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools is sufficient proof of the 
urgency for putting m force the Education Act of 1892. 

Soon after the passing of the English Education Act of 
1876 it was found necessary to establish Day Industrial Schools 
to enable school authorities to deal effectually with incorrigible 
truants and careless parents. 

It has been found that the same classes enjoy immunity 
under the Irish Education Act also. The only remedy which 
can effectually be applied to supplement the Act will be 
the establishment of Day Industrial Schools in such large 
centres of population as Dublin, Belfast, Cork, &c. From 
inquiry and visits paid by me to some Day Industrial 
Schools in England I have come to the conclusion that these 
schools, besides conferring many other advantages on the com- 
munity, are often the means of turning the steps of many 
young truants towards useful pursuits, which, if unchecked, 
would have led them to a criminal career ; the family tie is not 
broken ; and the children improved in morals, and made intelli- 
gent by the literary and industrial training imparted, exercise 
an influence lor good on the parents and the home surroundings, 
which aggressive benevolence often fails to effect. 

The Assistant Inspector has carried out during the year a 
systematic examination in all the schools. Some of the girls' 
schools, which are connected with the National Board, were also 
examined by the Board’s Inspectors. These schools have, as a 
matter of course, taken up the new programme. 

A large number of the other schools have adopted it 
more or less completely. The Managers speak highly of its 
brightening influence on the children. Many of them, 
who have extern children attending their schools, put the drill 
at the beginning of the school hour, and, in consequence, find much 
less difficulty than formerly in getting the children to attend 
punctually. In the standard subjects, writing continues to be very 
good, but it is often done very slowly. Reading is, on the whole, 
good ; at some schools it is excellent, while at others it is diffi- 
cult to persuade the children to speak above a whisper. Praise- 
worthy efforts are being made at many schools to make the 
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children mind their stops and read intelligently. Arithmetic 
is in a transition stage, due to the change of programme ; hut 
on the whole the work is now done more intelligently, and 
less mechanically than formerly. In some of the schools that 
have adopted the Geographical Readers they, are found to be 
suitable, and geography is well taught by their use. In a few 
schools these Readers were used without any reference to maps, 
and consequently not much useful knowledge was imparted. The 
new programme in grammar is adopted in most cases, and the 
lessons in word building and the exercises in the building up of 
simple sentences are found very stimulating. 

Kindergarten lessons have been more generally adopted, and 
there are now only a few schools where they are not used. 
Managers in almost all cases speak of them as tending to 
brighten school work and to draw out the intelligence of the 
children. Object lessons are well given in most schools, but 
their use is still not so general as could be wished. In most 
schools drawing has been begun. In some cases, where draw- 
ing had not been taught before, the senior classes have begun 
with the drawing proper for their standard, but as they had no 
previous training in the simpler drawing exercises of the lower 
standards, the result is not satisfactory. It would be better for 
all to begin at the beginning. The senior classes might be 
pushed on more quickly than the junior, and in a year or so 
all could be doing the drawing recommended for their standard. 

Industrial Training . — The industrial training in the schools 
has very much improved during the year. As heretofore, the 
improvement is more marked in the girls* than in the boys 
schools. In the latter the tendency to run in the old grooves 
is very strong. Too much time is devoted to the mechanical 
part of their work, while the preliminary education to fit the boys 
for their technical training has been to a great extent neglected. 

I am pleased to be able to say that at present an effort is 
being made to remedy this defect. While a large number of 
girls’ schools have attained a high state of efficiency in their 
industrial training, I cannot say the same of the boys’ schools, 
with, perhaps, one exception, viz., Carriglea Park Industrial 
School, Blackroek, where the good work of the late Brother 
Hoop is not only sustained, but has been still further improved 
on by his successors. 

I hope to be able, in my next Report, to give you a short 
summary of the work and general character of the more impor- 
tant schools in the country, when they will be better acquainted 
with the changes entailed by the adoption of the new educa- 
tional programme, and the standard by which I will judge the 
efficiency of the schools as laid down by me in a circular I 
lately issued to Managers. 

A subject about which I have been much concerned is the 
very unsatisfactory position which has hitherto been occupied 
by assistant teachers in Reformatory and Industrial Schools. 

Service in these schools has not been recognised by the Com- 
missioners of Education for Ireland, although such service is fully 
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recognised by the English Education Department and also by 
the Scotch Education Department, not only to retain and improve 
the teachers’ classification, but also to earn a superannuation 
allowance. 

Now that every effort is being made to adopt the New Pro- 
gramme of the Commissioners, and to keep the standard of 
efficiency in our schools fully abreast with the times, I find the 
work very seriously hampered by the difficulty of getting and 
retaining the . services of satisfactory assistant teachers. If 
teachers, who had been trained and classed under the National 
Board, were engaged, they could only remain a very limited time 
in our schools without losing their classification. The constant 
change of teachers thus caused could not fail to act as a very real 
hindrance to the successful training of the children in our 
schools. 

I am glad to see that this difficulty has quite recently been 
removed by an amendment in the Commissioners’ Rule,* No. 164.

On the whole the result in the matter of disposal of children 
during the year has been satisfactory. 

The practice of allowing children to return to their friends 
is to be avoided, as far as possible. No doubt, in some cases, 
where the parents are respectable and the home surroundings 
unobjectionable, this may be done with impunity. But, as 
a rule, the best interests of the children will be secured by 
placing them away from friends and home influences. 
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I would again draw the attention of Managers to the desire 
of the Philanthropic Association to co-operate with them in 
the supervision of children who are discharged or placed on 
licence. The following extract from their Report shows the 
scope of their proposed action in this matter : — 

“ On the recommendation of the Inspector of Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools, it was decided to form a Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Association for the purpose of looking after 
girls and boys discharged from Industrial Schools, along 
the following lines : — 

“ On application to us by the Manager of any School or 
by the Inspector — 

(a.) To find out, in the case of the parent desiring the 
return of the child, whether the home is suitable; 

(6.) To enquire for situations; and 

(c.) To look after children sent to situations. 

“ The necessity for work of this kind is so apparent that it 
needs no further comment/' 

Health. 

During the year there were 69 deaths of children under 
detention in Industrial Schools. This gives a death-rate of 
8 • 393 per 1,000. This is a slight increase on the death-rate 
for 1899. 

It is to be hoped that Managers will carefully consider the 
suggestions which I have made on the subject of health in my 
circular recently addressed to them, and carry out the directions 
therein given so that this abnormal death-rate will be lowered. 

Better clothing and an improved dietary has been intro- 
duced into some schools. I am pleased to report that there 
is a distinct improvement all round in the matter of the cleanli- 
ness of the children and their surroundings, although much 
still remains to be done in this direction. 

I have refrained, on this occasion, from reviewing more 
minutely the various questions that come up for report for the 
following reasons : — 

1. The necessarily disorganised state of the schools during 
the year, consequent on the adoption of the new programme 
of instruction. 

2. The issue by me of a circular to Managers, in which 
certain standards were laid down by which I will judge the 
efficiency of a school in its various departments. 

This circular embodying my views on school administration 
is appended to this Report.

TO MANAGERS OF INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 

In the discharge of my duties as Inspector of Industrial Schools, 
I have occasion from time to time to point out what appear to me 
to be the good and bad points in the administration of the school 
under inspection. 

As a rule, I find Managers willing to adopt my views. Some are 
grateful for my suggestions, while others are at variance with 
them. It has, however, been repeatedly said to me by Managers 
that if I tabulated my views on the general question of administra- 
tion they would endeavour to carry them out as far as possible. 

I venture, now, after four years’ experience of my department, 
to put forward some of the views as to the principles and practice 
which, I consider, might be followed with advantage in the adminis- 
tration of the schools. Many of these are not new, and, as a 
matter of course, are adopted in several institutions. 

I would, also, have it understood that in offering these remarks 
I do not wish to interfere with the liberty of Managers to employ 
the means that seem best to them to bring about the same result 
at which we both aim, namely, the welfare of the children. I offer 
them that they may see the standard I use in measuring the 
efficiency and general character of each school. 

There are about 7,800 industrial school children in Ireland, the 
proper training and judicious disposal of whom must necessarily 
exercise some considerable influence on the moral and material 
welfare of the country. The Inspector and Manager are their 
responsible guardians, and it behoves both to see that the terms of 
their trust are faithfully carried out. 

The nature of my inspection when visiting an industrial school 
will be to inquire into : — 

I. The Physical and Moral Well-being of the 
Children. 

II. Their Literary and Industrial Training. 

Under the first heading, are comprised (a) their housing; ( b ) 
food; (c) clothing; ( d ) cleanliness of person; (e) exercise and 
recreation; (f) the means used for the prevention and cure of 
disease and injury. 

A.— HOUSING. 

The site should be made as healthy as possible, by keeping the 
sewers for both the house and surface drainage in a sound, efficient, 
working order, and a plan of the whole system should be kept for 
reference. The grounds immediately surrounding should be neat 
and orderly, and free from rubbish. The pit for refuse should be 
kept at a safe distance from the house. 
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The outside closets should be kept clean and fresh, and should 
be constructed with due regard to decency. The outhouses for 
cattle, pigs, fowl, &c., should be kept in a clean and orderly state 
while the dairy, removed from contaminating influences, should 
be scrupulously clean and well ventilated. An air of system, neat- 
ness, and cleanliness should permeate all the surroundings of tlio 
school Tihe strict observance of such practice is highly educar 
tional, and will correct any tendency to slovenly, careless habits 
on the part of the inmates. ... , , ,, 

Inside the building all the rooms should be well ventilated, well 
lighted, and kept clean and orderly. A record should be kept 
of the dimensions, in cubic feet, of all the living rooms, so that 
it may be easy to see that the necessary accommodation is provided. 

The state of the kitchen, pantry, scullery, store-rooms, boot- 
rooms, cellars, indicates pretty accurately the general tone of the 
school, and in nothing have I found suclh a marked contrast in 
schools as in this respect. In one there is perfect order, and every- 
thing is a model of neatness and cleanliness ; in another these 
places are simply receptacles for an incongruous collection of useful, 
useless, and objectionable things scattered about promiscuously, 
producing a demoralising effect on the children, and a possible 
source of danger to their health. 

The dormitories, dining-rooms, class-rooms, and play-liall should 
be neat, orderly, and well ventilated, the floors and windows clean, 
the temperature maintained as nearly as possible at 60 degrees, 
while thorough ventilation without draughts is insured. A ther- 
mometer should be hung in each room. No stove should be used 
in any of the living rooms, more especially in any of the dormitories, 
if any other means of heating can be obtained. Open fire-places, 
or radiators supplied with hot water or steam, are the healthiest 
and pleasantest means of heating. 



B.-FGGD. 

The quality and quantity of the food supplied must be very 
carefully watched. One of the most important functions of a 
Manager is to see that the children are properly fed. A youth 
requires more nourishment in proportion to his size than does a 
fully-developed man, for, like the latter, he has to repair the waste 
that is continually taking place, and, in addition to this, has to 
provide for the development of the growing body. So that if his 
food is stinted or unsuitable, growth is impaired, and the result is 
a stunted condition of body and mind. This applies with great 
force to industrial school children, most of whom are taken from 
homes where semi-starvation is their ordinary experience. All 
authorities on Dietetics state that certain constituents in varying 
proportions are necessary in all kinds of food for preserving tho 
body in a state of health and vigour, and that only by their 
judicious combination may a proper diet to suit the varying con- 
ditions of life be obtained. 

In constructing a diet table, after seeing that the proper propor- 
tions of carbonaceous and nitrogenous material lare present, much 
attention should be given to the matter of variety in the food 
supplied. Fat is a most essential article of diet for children, more 
especially in cold weather, and should be supplied in a palatable 
form. A want of fat in proper proportion in food often tends to 
the development of consumption. There should be a liberal and 
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varied supply of vegetables. Cabbage and turnips, which are very 
deficient in nutritious qualities, seem to be the stock vegetables in 
most schools. Peas and lentils, which are highly nutritious foods, 
should appear more frequently in the dietary. Sweet milk is not 
supplied as much as it should be; it is highly nutritious and a 
most suitable food for children. 

In most of the schools the beverage used for supper, breakfast, 
and, on many days, for dinner, is made from shell cocoa. This 
forms a pleasant drink, but has no nutritive qualities. It consists 
of the husks of the cocoa, the refuse of the chocolate mills of Italy 
and Spain. Some one of the many samples possessing the nutritive 
qualities of cocoa should be used ; one good kind that can be 
procured at a reasonable cost is Admiralty cocoa. This is used at 
the present time in some of the schools. 

The use of tea should be discouraged as much as possible. It 
is ruining the poorer classes, first, by the inordinate quantities they 
consume, and, second, by the execrable way in which they prepare 
it. It is the general opinion of medical men that it is a potent 
factor in producing many of the ills, both mental and physical, 
which affect the poorer classes in this country. 

I submit a few diet tables which may be of use as a guide to 
Managers in constructing one for their school. ( See Appendix.) 

When a scale of diet is agreed on, having been carefully con- 
sidered in conjunction with your Medical Officer, it should be 
printed and hung up in a conspicuous place in the dining-hall. 

Of almost equal importance to the kind of food provided, is the 
manner in which it is cooked and served. The waste of good food 
and the discomfort and injury to health and, I may say, morals, 
from bad cooking in this country, is appalling. I have more than 
once witnessed in a school as much good food taken off the dinner 
table to become refuse for pigs as, in the hands of a competent 
cook, would be ample for another meal. This is both wasteful and 
demoralising. 

In all large schools it is false economy not to pay for the services 
jf a well-qualified cook ; one who will prevent waste and destruction 
of good food, and can supply varied and well-cooked meals, pala- 
table and nutritious for the children. 

Great care and supervision should be exercised in serving the 
food and looking after the manner in wdiich the children eat and 
generally conduct themselves at table. Ample time should be 
given them to take their meals in a reasonably leisurely manner. 

For children in the Infirmary a special dietary should be con- 
stiucted, in which milk, eggs, butter, and fish, should form the 
main features. When beef tea is ordered it should be properly 
made. 

C. - CLOTHING. 

In a variable and damp climate like ours,- clothing comes next m 
importance to food, as a means for promoting and preserving 
health. In remonstrating with some Managers on the scanty 
clothing of their boys, I was told it was a mistake not to make 
them hardy when young, so that they might be able to bear hard- 
ship afterwards. As well might they have said they should be 
stinted in food to enable them to bear possible starvation. Under 
such a regime hardy human plants may be cultivated, many of 
whom are sure to be blighted in the process, and, at best, the rest

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will grow up poor specimens of their kind, stunted in body and 
deficient in intellect. I do not believe in coddling, but the child 
must be cared for in a reasonable way if he is expected to grow up 
into a healthy man. , . , 

Generally, the girls’ schools and the schools for junior boys 
give no cause for complaint on this head. ; 

I have found the clothing deficient in all the senior boys schools,

It is most essential to health that, as nearly as possible, a uniform 
temperature of body should be maintained, and to secure this the 
clothes must vary to suit the changes of seasons and temperature. 
It cannot be permitted that boys should be allowed to remain 
in a light summer suit during the winter season when the ther- 
mometer often registers 5 degrees of frost. 

I have observed such a state of things during the last winter. 

For about seven months, from the middle of October to the 
middle of May, the clothes worn by the boys should consist of 
(besides the ordinary jacket, vest, and trousers), a knitted woollen 
jersey which will extend well down to the hips, and fit comfortably 
round the neck (the vest may be dispensed with when this is worn, 
except in very cold weather), a pair of flannelette drawers and a 
shirt of woollen material. All garments should be made loose; 
they thus allow freedom of movement and prevent the loss of heat 
more effectually than tight-fitting ones. 

Particular attention should be paid to foot gear. Sufficient care 
is not given to this important part of children’s clothing. As a 
rule the boots supplied to the boys are too coarse and heavy, and 
cause a shuffling, ungainly, manner of walking. Particular care 
should be taken that the boots are neither too short nor too narrow, 
nor coarse seamed, nor crumpled inside. These conditions are most 
injurious and painful and likely to lead to permanent mischief. 
Laced boots are better than those with strap and buckle. They 
allow of the more easy play of the ankle-joint, and have a neater 
appearance. The stockings should fit well and be free from lumps 
and seams, which, by their pressure, cause abrasions and sores. 

I should like to see boys go more without caps, except in very 
cold or very hot weather, when suitable head cover may be worn. 

The wearing of wet or damp clothing should be avoided. Neat- 
ness and cleanliness, which are not incompatible with the use of old 
and patched garments, should be insisted upon. I am better 
pleased with the appearance of a well-patched darned coat, pro- 
vided it is neat, clean, and comfortable, than with a brand new one. 
All garments should suit their purpose and be in a serviceable 
condition. 

Beds and bed-clothes should be clean, well aired, and in quantity 
and quality sufficient for the purposes of warmth and comfort. 
The bedsteads should be strong, secure, and free from dust. I 
have frequently found them rickety, the wire netting broken and 
in holes, and masses of fluffy stuff clinging to the bars and filling 
crevices and jpints. TOie latter serve as a breeding ground for 
fleas, and should not be allowed to accumulate. 

In many of the schools hair mattresses are supplied. Where 
flock and fibre are used, the mattresses should be made deeper 
and be more closely packed, so as to prevent them from becoming 
lumpy, and leaving the centre after a time without any stuffing. 
When a lad lies down on this on a cold winter night, with only a 
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few layers of cotton material to protect liis back from the cold, 
his discomfort may be imagined. The blankets for the winter 
ahould be of a character to retain warmth, not washed-out, or worn- 
out remnants, which I have frequently seen. It would be well if 
the sheets and pillow-cases in the boys’ schools were changed more 
frequently. To the passing visitor the white coverlets on the well- 
arranged rows of beds produce a pleasing effect. I have frequently 
found, especially in the boys’ schools, that what was pleasing to 
the eye was not so pleasing within. 

I should like to see the beds specially arranged during the day- 
time (it is done in some of the schools). The blankets and sheets 
should be neatly folded and placed sandwich fashion at the head 
of the bed. The mattresses should be exposed so as to get light 
and air and be sweet and fresh when the children arrange them 
at bed-time. 

There can be no excuse for the presence of fleas and other objec- 
tionable things. The Manager who permits it is culpably careless, 
and cannot have a very high idea of cleanliness. 

D. -CLEANLINESS OE PERSON. 

There is no part of my inspection which I regard as of higher 
importance than the matter of cleanliness. The means of securing 
this in many of the schools are very deficient, and an effort should 
be made to supply the defect. Every child should have a bath 
at least once a week, and the feet should be washed on two days 
besides. In addition to the morning ablution, the hands should be 
washed and the hair dressed before dinner, and the face and hands 
before going to bed. In a few of the schools the daily bath is 
practised. Every child should have a separate towel, renewed 
at least twice a week, and it should be thoroughly dried before 
being used again. A few schools supply a fresh towel daily. 
Combs and hair brushes should be kept clean and in good order. 
In most of the good schools for girls ' tooth brushes are used. 
Where these are not supplied, the teeth might be washed with a 
piece of flannel or loofah, and well rinsed at the morning and 
evening ablution. The preservation of the teeth mainly depends 
on the removal of the decomposing particles of food which cling 
to them after meals. The possession of sound teeth for an adult 
is a valuable asset, not only in the matter of health and comfort, 
but also as an essential requirement for many forms of employment. 

Under-clothing, more especially in the case of girls, should be 
fiequently changed. Habits of personal cleanliness and neatness 
in wearing apparel not alone promote health and comfort, but 
develop a sense of self-respect, which should be strongly encouraged 
in every class. 

E. -EXERCISE AND RECREATION. 

Regular and sufficient exercise, that promotes circulation and 
renders the temperature of the body equable, is most essential for 
health, more especially in winter time. In the discharge of their 
ordinary duties, most of the boys get sufficient muscular exercise, 
and in the case of farm and garden boys, it is obtained under the 
most favourable conditions. For boys who work indoors, more 
time for exercise in the open air than they have at present would 
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be desirable. The practice of lounging about during play hours, 
especially in the winter, should not be permitted. The drill master 
should see that every boy takes sufficient exercise of a kind to 
promote circulation and maintain the warmth of the body and the 
extremities. Systematic running in regimental fashion, and if 
accompanied with the band so much the better, is an exercise 
which should be constantly practised. There is nothing better 
for keeping lads in good form. In winter, a short spin that will 
produce a comfortable glow of heat over the whole body before 
going to bed or sitting down in the workroom or class hall will 
promote health and comfort. 

Free gymnastics should be practised for a short time every day 
by senior boys, and twice daily by the junior boys. In schools 
where this is done thoroughly, the smart, confident, bearing of the 
children is most pleasing to witness. The slovenly slouching gait 
of boys in a few of the schools show me, what I find afterwards to 
be a fact, that drill practice is very seldom or very perfunctorily 
discharged. 

Gymnastics, while very attractive and commendable as a means 
of extra development of certain sets of muscles, and giving lads 
confidence in their physical powers, should, I think, be practised 
with great discretion, especially by rapidly-growing and delicate 
boys. I think it should be confined to the older and stronger ones, 
while extra attention should be given to physical drill for tho 
others. The services of a competent drill master should be secured 
when possible. 

In the case of girls, physical drill by the use of dumb-bells and bar- 
bells should be freely practised. In the schools that attend to this, 
the girls carry themselves well, and are erect and graceful in their 
movements. When not romping or using their skipping ropes, or 
engaged in some other active form of amusement they should 
practise running on the playground in the winter time. Where 
this is not done, slow circulation, cold extremities, and chilblains 
are the result. 

Out-Door Games for Boys. — In many of the schools sufficient 
attention is not given to these necessary forms of recreation. Each 
school should set apart a field where cricket, football, rounders, 
races, and other manly sports should be frequently enjoyed as 
weather and season may permit. There should be a couple of 
teams for football and cricket for the senior boys, and play should 
be conducted strictly according to the rules of the games. Matches 
could then be played among themselves or with other schools. This 
would create a pleasant excitement and healthy rivalry throughout 
the schools. It would also tend to relieve the dull monotony of 
institution life. It is most advisable that masters should enter 
thoroughly into the spirit of this movement and also take part in 
the games. It would be well to have at least one master who is an 
enthusiast for sports and thoroughly understands the rules of tho 
games. The number of country walks might be curtailed, and the 
time given instead to games in the cricket or football field. 

Swimming is an accomplishment that every body should possess ; 
it is both useful and pleasant, and there is no form of amusement 
better adapted for developing the muscles, while it gives a manly 
sense of self-confidence to lads which in after life may be of service 
to others as well as to themselves. 
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F.-THE MEANS USED FOE THE PREVENTION 
AND CURE OF DISEASE AND INJURY. 

Health and Disease. — The maintenance of a healthy mind in a 
healthy body means the attainment of a high standard of physical 
and moral well-being. This should be the object of Managers with 
regard to their children, and everything favourable to that end 
should be cultivated by them. Disease and injury may always be 
expected in a greater or less degree. But the careful Manager, hav- 
ing given every attention to preventive measures, will always bepre- 
pared for emergencies, and be prompt in dealing with the earliest 
manifestation of illness. Children are the most uncomplaining of 
mortals, and hence the more need for sharp supervision. The 
doctor should examine, every three months, all the dhildren in the 
school, and he should be apprised of all complaints at the earliest 
possible moment; for many apparent trivial ailments, if not 
promptly seen to, have a serious ending. Rest in bed and the 
withholding of food is always a safe course to follow preceding the 
doctor's visit. 

The Infirmary should be a bright, comfortable, and commodious 
apartment, exposed to the sun, kept scrupulously clean, with perfect 
sanitary arrangements, and capable of being well ventilated. 

In every school serious cases should be attended to by a qualified 
nurse, and in all large schools a nurse should be permanently 

retained. . ; , 

The diet and clothing of children, while m the Infirmary, should 
be regulated by the doctor, and carefully attended to by the nurse. 
No case should be discharged from the Infirmary without the 
doctor’s sanction. 

The numerous cases of chilblains and eye trouble I have observed 
in some of the schools are due, to a large extent, to carelessness on 
the part of Managers. There is no reason why these scourges of 
the schools should appear so frequently, or, when they do, why 
they should not be more promptly suppressed. I do not expect 
that they can be prevented in all cases, but I do feel that their 
manifestations and lingering presence could be very much curtailed 
bv the employment of suitable preventive measures, and decided, 
persistent treatment. In all well-managed schools their presence 
is a matter of ancient history. 

More attention should be given to the care of the teeth. Breven 
five measures— such as strict cleanliness and periodical inspection 
by a dentist— will, to a large extent, arrest the train of suffering 
and injury to the health from diseased or defective teeth. 

I would suggest that the following rules be observed m the 
Infirmary : — 

(1.) That a register be kept, in which the name of each 
chUd who sleeps in the Infirmary should appear, giving the 
register number, date of admission, date of discharge, disease, 

and remarks by doctor. . ... 

(2.) That a Doctor’s Visiting Book be kept, in which he will 
enter his name on every occasion when he visits the school, 
and make his observations and suggestions on matters affect- 
ing the health of the children; and that one formal visit be 
paid by him at least one day in the week, to be left to his own 
choosing. 
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(3.) That the treatment, both by food and medicine, be 
written on the back of the temperature chart, abbreviated 
thus: — ‘Ordinary diet,” “spoon diet,” “ milk diet,” wine, 
so much, &c. 

(4.) That there be a special general diet, known as “ ordin- 
ary diet,” approved by the doctor ; and that the nurse should 
have written receipts to guide her in the preparation of special 
foods for invalids. 

(5.) That a list of the casual cases coming for dressing, &c., 
should be kept by the person in charge of the Infirmary. 

(6.) That there be a suitable supply of warm clothing and 
slippers, &c., available to be given to the children by order of 
the doctor or nurse. 

(7.) That no child be discharged from the Infirmary except 
by the express order of the doctor. 

(8.) That interesting books and simple house games be pro- 
vided, and that the room where convalescents congregate be 
made as bright and as comfortable as possible 

It should be lemembered that children under detention are in, 
need of greater care than those living under ordinary conditions. 
The disadvantages in their cases are unavoidable and exercise more 
or less a deteriorating influence on their vitality. 1st, there is the 
loss of freedom that is the very life of the young ; 2nd, the irksome- 
ness of strict conformation to rules and regulations ; 3rd, the want 
of personal sympathy in their childish ways ; 4th, there is no pros- 
pect for them of Christmas or Midsummer homegoing, that buoys 
up with hope children in other more favoured Institutions. 

For all these disadvantages the thoughtful, kind-hearted Man- 
ager will provide an antidote, and, taking the part of a parent, 
anxiously concerned about his children, will do everything in his 
power to promote their welfare. 



MORAL TRAINING AND DISCIPLINE. 

From the tone of a school can be judged pretty accurately tho 
capacity of the management for imparting a high moral training 
and maintaining discipline. I am glad to say I have no reason 
to be dissatisfied with several of the boys’ and most of the girls’ 
schools in regard to these important features. 

I have observed in well-managed schools that the lads have a 
smart, well set up appearance. When on the playground they do 
not gather round you; but, all active and interested, go on with 
their games as usual. If one is addressed, he stands at attention, 
and talks in an easy but respectful manner. He looks fit all over ; 
if his hands and face are soiled, it is only evidence of his recent 
occupation ; his shirt collar is buttoned and well-fitting ; his boots 
are rough, but are carefully tied or strapped; his clothes are old 
or patched, but neat and orderly; if he takes off his boots his 
socks are neatly darned, well-fitting, and cover clean feet; he says 
“ Sir,” when addressing you, and on leaving, touches his cap. 
"While he bustles about and fights for his corner, he is kind to his 
companions, more especially Ins little ones ; he is unselfish and 
courageous, without being quarrelsome ; he is fond of gymnastics 
and all manly sports, and willingly gives a helping hand when 
wanted. 
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Where the management is lax, the result is apparent in the boys 
and their surroundings; they look a bit uncouth stand and stare, 
or crowd round in a rough manner; if a lad is addressed he hangs 
down his head and mumbles an answer, or he is familiar and abrupt 
without being respectful; liis face may be clean, but his ears and 
neck accuse him of neglecting them at his morning ablution; his 
shirt is open at the neck, or is pinned, or else his neck-band is too 
short, and is tied with a piece of string ; the holes and rents in his 
clothes are brought together with pins or are coarsely mended , 
one suspender or a cord keeps up his trousers which tucked ^ up 
over one boot, falls down over the heel of the other; when you look 
at his boots you are puzzled, for he has a left one on each foot; 
one is open, the other is kept together somehow; if you examine 
you will find the sole of his foot doing duty for the sole of his 
boot ; the socks differ in colour and texture, the foot of one is 
wanting, the sole of the other is a collection of coarse darnings, 
with no trace of the original; his feet are neither sweet-looking 
nor sweet-smelling; he leaves without recognition, and shuffles 
back to his companions. He bullies his smaller companions, takes 
toll in kind or services for promises that are never fulfilled, he is 
lazy and selfish, shirks anything disagreeable, and the coarsely- 
expressed, loud threat is the measure of his courage. 

On the occasion of the Inspector’s visit to a well-managed school 
the Manager promptly appears, and is ready to show him every 
part of the Institution ; there is an air of order and cleanliness 
about all the apartments and passages; everything is in its proper 
place; the children are neatly, but simply, clad and attending to 
their duties in class-room or work-room m an orderly and attentive 
fashion ; the school-room is well ventilated ; books, &c., are neatly 
arranged ; the dormitories are scrupulously clean, and can bear the 
most minute inspection in every particular; clothes presses are in 
perfect order, with lists of contents pasted on the doors ; the lava- 
tories are clean and sweet; hair brushes, combs, nail-brushes and 
tooth-brushes are clean, and suitably arranged, while the towels 
for use are clean and dry. The children come to dinner with clean 
hands, neat in dress, and they conduct themselves becomingly; 
the dinner is well cooked and nicely served ; the kitchen, pantry, 
and scullery are clean and orderly; the utensils are bright and 
arranged in their proper places. The playground, yards, &c., are 
free from rubbish; the closets are clean, well attended to, and m 
good working order; there are little plots with flowers, and flower- 
ing plants and creepers are trained on the walls and round some of 
the windows, to all which the children attend. The children in 
their plain, serviceable, working clothes, have an appearance ol 
comfort and contentment that shows they are well cared for. 

That the character of the school depends on the management 
is a truism. The capable and successful Manager is clever without 
display; keen, without being assertive; prudent, zealous, and with 
a deep sense of the responsibilities of his office; he is affable, 
courteous, firm, and kind; he thinks out well all his plans before 
executing them ; he is always in touch with the school, knows every 
officer and child, and, while he can be familiar or severe with them, 
commands their affection and respect; he maintains discipline 
without displaying the martinet ; and, while he sometimes sanc- 
tions corpora! punishment, will not allow the too free use of cane 
or strap, which he feels only brutalises both boy and master; he 
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has a high sense of the moral effect and high educational value of 
inculcating thoroughness in every action, habits of neatness, clean- 
liness, order, truthfulness, and unselfishness, a love for manly 
sports, a laudable ambition, and self-respect. He makes every con- 
sideration subservient to the welfare of the boys, and only when 
their interests are fully attended to will he think of utilising 
their labour for other objects. All his teachers come under the 
influence of his personality; attentive in the discharge of their 
duties, they are object lessons to the boys in appearance and con- 
duct; there is no loud scolding or sneering reflection; no cuffing 
or caning; defaulters are advised and reprimanded, bad marks are 
put down against them, or they are reported to the Manager for 
punishment. They organise and take part in all games, they are 
friends of the children as well as teachers, they sympathise with 
their joys and sorrows, taking a kindly interest in them while in 
school, and after they leave. The children are well trained 
morally, physically, and intellectually, and, having a good practical 
knowledge of some trade or occupation, begin the race of life with 
a very small handicap, and they generally succeed, reflecting 
credit on all concerned in their education. 



DISPOSAL. 

Particular attention should be given to the question of disposal; 
a list of the children discharged during the three previous years, 
with as full information as possible concerning their present condi- 
tion, should always be available for inspection. 

It is important that the books should be well kept, and written 
up to date, more especially the Medical Register, and the Doctor’s 
Visiting and Suggestion Book. 

When visiting a school I would always wish to be accompanied 
by the Manager ; and it is well that the person in charge of each 
department should be present in his department while it is under 
inspection. 



II.— LITERARY AND INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 
LITERARY TRAINING. 

Since my appointment as Inspector I lost no opportunity of 
pointing out what I considered grave deficiencies, both in the 
matter and method of the literary education adopted in Industrial 
Schools. With my views on this subject most Managers agreed. 
The Teachers were not to be blamed. The defects were inherent 
in the system they followed. Quite recently a complete revolu- 
tion has taken place on the question of Primary Education in 
Ireland. A revised Programme of Instruction in National Schools 
has just been issued by the Commissioners of National Education. 
I would urge all Managers of Industrial Schools to carefully study 
its provisions with a view to their adoption. I can recommend, not 
alone the Managers of those Industrial Schools worked in connec- 
tion with the National Schools, but all Managers, to adopt and 
follow as closely as possible the recent Programme issued by the 
Commissioners. Some modifications will be necessary to make it 
harmonise with the requirements of an Industrial School. 
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These should be adopted by each Manager after duly considering 
the conditions under which his or her sdhool is administered^ 

The statement in the first part of the Programme that “ It is 
promulgated provisionally and tentatively, and Managers should 
understand that there is no obligation on them at present to adopt 
it in its entirety,” strongly recommends itself. I think, however, 
that, as Managers of Industrial Schools have special institutional 
advantages which are not to be found in National Schools, it may 
fairly be expected of them to carry out in a very short time the 
provisions of the Programme in a complete manner. 

I think that the children of average ability should not be allowed 
to pass Standard V. till they have completed their thirteenth year. 
This is about the time they are put to learn the technical part of 
their trade or calling. For the remainder of their term till they 
are sixteen years of age, they may devote the time given to 
literary study to revision of the work done, by them, or, if thought 
desirable, they might qualify in Standard VI. 

I think the children in Standards I. to V., or till they have 
attained Their thirteenth year, should have all their time devoted 
to Elementary Education. I do not mean by this that they are 
not- to perform certain household duties and other kinds of woik 
for the benefit of the Institution. Continuation classes of Kinder- 
garten could be formed, where instruction could be given aided by 
practical demonstration on such subjects as knife cleaning, boot 
polishing, furniture polishing, and window cleaning. If this is 
done, it can be made highly educational for the children, and would 
enable them to do their work with more efficiency and economy. 

I think that every child should be taught to knit, darn, and 
patch and that the mending of clothes should be done by this 
class as part of a Kindergarten lesson, and not m the manner m 
which it is given to older hands in the workshop or dressmaking 

room. , . .. . 

For the present the children will be examined m the subjects 
specified in the Programme, viz., 1. English. 2. Arithmetic. 3. 
Kindergarten and Manual Instruction. 4. Drawing. 5. Object 
Lessons and Elementary Science. I would suggest another alter- 
native course that I consider would be of much use to Industrial 
School children, viz., 6. Hygiene: — 

1st Standard, ... The Home and its Contents. 

2nd Do., ... Do. Do. 

3rd Do., ... Clothes and Temperature. 

• 4th Do., ... Food and Health. 

5th Do., ... Sewerage and Healthy Environments. 



Singing, Discipline, Physical Drill, Cookery and Laundry work, 
and Needlework to be followed as in the Programme. 

If all the children passed the V. Standard at the time they join 
their classes for technical instruction, there need be no fear but 
that they will leave the school well equipped to follow the trade or 
employment they select, and gain thereby a reliable means of 

livelihood. . , r 

As regards optional and extra subjects, each Manager will use 
his discretion in teaching them as far as he considers it will be 
in tHie interests of the children to do so. 

The hour selected and time given to Religious Instruction will 
be at the option of the Managers. 
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In the case of illiterates committed at ages of ten to twelve 
years of age a special course of training will have to be adopted. 
The number belonging to this class is very limited, and, as educa- 
tion spreads, it will become less. 

Children deficient in intellect will also require special treatment. 
The Inspector should be furnished with the names of such children, 
should there be any in the school he is visiting. 

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 

It is a rule in most Industrial Schools not to put children to 
learn any special trade or calling till they are at least thirteen 
years of age. In some schools the limit is extended to fourteen 
years. This is as it should be, as before that age children 
are physically unfitted for any work that entails close confinement 
under conditions not conducive to health. Besides, at about that 
age, they shall have passed out of Standard V., and shall have 
acquired sufficient knowledge and have their faculties educated 
to enable them to derive full benefit from their technical train- 
ing. 

Boys and girls, when educated in this way, will be able on 
leaving school to follow with a fair prospect of success any calling 
towards which inclination and circumstances lead them. 

It is to be hoped that the methods adopted for imparting 
technical instruction will proceed on the same sound and rational 
lines which characterized the children’s literary training in the 
several standards, and that the system followed will be so modified 
that it may run in harmonious sequence to the improved methods 
of primary education. 

Theoretical instruction should be given in connection with all 
the trades or industries carried on in the school, so that the children 
may have an intelligent conception of the processes employed in 
the different kinds of work. The individual training should be 
graded, as it will be tested in the same way as standards in the 
literary curriculum. 

The Managers’ great aim should be to train the children in tho 
kind of occupation that is most likely to provide them with a 
secure means of livelihood, and not to occupy their time with 
obsolete industries, the only recommendation of which is their 
historical association with the school. The great difficulty which 
Managers will have to contend with in conducting their schools 
according to modern notions is to find competent teachers. While 
it will take some time to properly equip the schools in this respect, 
1 am glad to know that, in the meantime, great efforts are being 
made in several of the schools to meet this necessary requirement. 
Should the trade instructor be able to intelligently direct the well- 
tiained faculties of the children, he will not only create for them a 
pleasurable interest in their work, but, will assist them to become 
accomplished and high-class tradesmen when they leave the school 
He will be expected to keep a list of all the children under his 
charge, m which will appear their age, and the date on which they 
commenced their trades. He should be able to account for absen- 
tees and give the Inspector any information concerning a boy’s 
general conduct and capacity while under his charge. 

The educational interests of the children should be fully provided 
for before the trades-shop or farm is made, through their labour, 
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•i source of profit to the school. Children who are backward and 
stupid should not on that account be kept indefinitely at monot> 
onous, menial occupations. It deprives them of the chance of 
bettering themselves, for if not encouraged and carefully trained, 
they are sure to sink to a very low level after they are discharged. 
Special attention in a special class should be given to such children 
when they are retained in the school. , , , „„„ 

The usual trades or occupations taught m the boys schools are 
those of carpenter, cabinet-maker, smith, tailor, bootmaker, farmer, 
and house-servant. . 

It is needless to say that, as a rule, children will turn out profici- 
ent in their trades or occupations in proportion to the intelligent 
training they receive. In teaching boys such trades as carpentry 
boat-building, tailoring, bootmaking, they should be encouraged to 
make their own drawings, and work from them, and the P ra ® tlca 
knowledge imparted should as far as possible rest on a scientifi 
basis, acquired through a course of object lessons and elementary 

science. . . , 

A large number of boys are engaged in farming and gardening 
operations. There has been, up to this, scarcely any effort made to 
teach them the most elementary principles underlying these indus- 
tries I found that they had little knowledge of, and no intelligent 
interest in, their work. In a country like ours mainly devoted to 
agriculture, there are good opportunities for lads well trained m 
the principles and practice of farming and gardening. Desirable 
positions are readily obtained for them, and, from the standpoint 
of health and morals, they are in a much better position than is the 
city artisan. In this department courses of elementary science and 
object lessons will prepare the boys to derive full advance from 
their practical work in the garden or farm During the coiuseof 
training each boy should be shifted after stated periods, so that he 
might obtain experience of the different branches of farm work 
and market gardening. A certain number might be selected for 
horticulture, while all should get an opportunity for acquiring a 
knowledge of the kindred subjects of dairying, poultry raising, 

bee-keeping, &c. _ , , 

I would recommend each Manager to read the French scheme 
for the teaching of elementary ideas of agriculture in rural schook, 
which is to be found in the appendices to the reports of the 
mission on Practical and Manual Instruction m Primary Schools 
under the Board of National Education m Ireland. 

For children trained as house servants, and indeed for all others, 
it is of the greatest importance that they should possess some 
knowledge of the conditions under which health is preserved an 

endangered. , , 

Those intended for domestic service should practise and be 
instructed in such matters as window cleaning, brass P oll *“Je 
boot polishing, the care of plate, china, glass, and The ? 

should know how to brush and fold clothes, to wait at table, and 
to make themselves generally useful in all kinds of indoor work. 

In the girls’ schools the children are trained in such occupations 
as those of general servant, housemaid, dressmaker, laundress, cook, 
dairymaid, ^bee-keeping, the rearing of fowl, cottage gardening, &c 
In many of the schools I have observed, as a weak point m the 
training of the children, that while they are told how to do a 
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tiling, they are not required to practise it, or, if so, they are 
allowed to do it in a very perfunctory manner. 

They should he so taught as to thoroughly understand tho 
nature of all household operations, and to make themselves, by 
frequent repetition, as far as possible perfect in the performance 
of them. Classes should be formed where instruction should bo 
given and expert supervision exercised over the performance of 
such duties as the care of silver, glass, and china, boot polishing, 
brass polishing, furniture polishing, the preparation and lighting 
of lamps, window cleaning, and other ordinary household opera- 
tions. They should be encouraged to go through their work in a 
neat, methodical, and thorough manner, and to keep always before 
them the old saying, “ Anything worth doing is worth doing well.” 

In nearly all the schools laundry work and dressmaking arc well 
taught to the children engaged in these occupations. Every girl 
who has reached fifteen years of age, and has been a reasonable 
time in the school, ought to be able to do all kinds of washing 
required in a humble household, and to cut out and make all her 
own garments. 

I consider that the training of girls in cookery is one of the 
most important functions in the work of a girls’ industrial school. 
The children should have some knowledge of the nutritious value 
of ordinary food stuffs, as well as a knowledge of how to purchase 
with economy and to cook comfortably such meals as would be 
requisite in an artisan’s household. 

When tthey have acquired a good practical knowledge of these 
essential requirements, they may, if thought desirable, be still 
further trained for the positions of superior laundresses, cooks, and 
fashionable dressmakers. 

To enable children to have a good practical knowledge of cookery 
when they leave school, I have advised the following method 
(described in my Report for 1899) to be followed: — 

The six senior girls for the time being constitute themselves a 
family, living under conditions similar to those of an ordinary 
respectable artisan. A table or room is set apart for them where 
they take all their meals. One girl acts in turn for a week or 
month as cook and housekeeper, and is allowed a tradesman’s 
wages to support her family. After entering in her pass book the 
weekly cost for house rent, coals, clothing, light, &c., she has the 
balance to spend on food. She purchases this at market value at 
the school stores. She [has a small American stove to do her cook- 
ing, and is pretty sharply criticised by the members of her family 
for the manner in which it is done. 

This is practised in some of the schools with most satisfactory 
results. I would recommend the same to be followed in all the 
girls’ schools, not for a week or a month, but it should be adopted 
as an established form of daily instruction for senior girls. 

In response to the recommendation in my Report for 1898, 
several of the Managers have got up shops to teach the girls the 
value of money, and to train them in the economical purchase of 
necessary articles for an ordinary household. Judging from what 
i have observed and heard, the system is having most satisfactory 
results. I would now suggest that the shops be made to serve 
the purpose of dummy post offices and savings banks as well, where 
girls might be instructed how to go through the forms of sending 
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telegrams, money orders, post office orders, and become acquainted 
with the practice and advantage of putting by some of their earn- 
ings for a rainy day. The practice can be made educational and 
interesting, while it is sure to prove useful to them after they leave 

S °A11 girls should possess some knowledge of the treatment of 
common ailments and accidents, the management of a sick room, 
and the care of children. For example, they should know the kind 
of food suitable for very young children, how to, arrange a bed for 
an invalid, and what to do in case her own or her companion s 

clothes caught fire. . , . 

I should like to see the mark system more generally adopted m 
the schools. I consider it a healthy incentive to good work and 
good conduct. . , , . 

A syllabus of the course of instruction m each department ot 
industry should be prepared and forwarded to the Inspector. One 
formal visit, of which due notice will be given, will be made by 
the Inspector every year, and surprise visits may be made at any 

There are many questions of importance that I have not touched 
on; but from the foregoing remarks Managers will, I hope, under- 
stand the points which will be inquired into when their school is 
under inspection It is not to be expected that some of the require- 
ments can be immediately and fully complied with. It will how- 
ever, be satisfactory if Managers make an earnest effort to do 
what is in their power to serve in every sense the best interests of 
the children committed to their care.

Instructions for the Preparation of soup. 

Day before that on which the Soup In served. 

The meat is to be separated from the bones, and the bones are to be broken or sawn into 
small pieces early on the day before that on which the soup is to be served up. The bones 
are then to be placed in water and cooked for 9 hours at a temperature not exceeding 
210° F. They are afterwards to be allowed to remain in the copper or cauldron all night. 
The cold fat is not to be removed. 

Before 11 a.m. the meat is to be cut into pieces one cubic inch in size and put to soak in 
cold water for thirty minutes. The liquor is then to be brought up to, and maintained at 
a temperature not exceeding 165° F. for four honrs. The cooked meat and the liquor may 
remaiu in the copper until transferred to the bone liquor. 

The quantity of water required is one imperial pint to the pound, and this quantity of 
water is to be divided between the bones and the meat. 

The peas must be soaked from twelve to twenty-four hours, according to age and con- 
dition, in a quantity of water sufficient to suoply absorption. The quantity of water 
absorbed by one stone of peas will usually be about one gallon. Two drachms of washing 
soda are to be added to each gallon of water. 



Day on which the Soup Is served. 

Before 8.30 a.m. the bones are to be placed on a wooden tray ; shreds of meat adhering to 
them are to be removed, and the bones are then to be placed on one side. The soup meat is 
now to be taken out of its liquor with a strainer, and placed on the same tray. The whole 
of the meat, after it has been chopped to mincemeat, is then to be placed in the meat 
liquor, ahd is to remain there until 10.45 a.m. 

At 8.30 a.m. add the peas, and the water in which they were soaked, to the bone liquor ; 
also add the onions, and the mixed fresh vegetables. Then turn on steam. Stir the 
contents of the copper frequently for a quarter of a minute, the lid being kept closed during 
the interval. 

By 9 a.m. the liquor in the copper will be raised to boiling point, and is to be maintained 
at that point for one and three-quarter hours. 

At 10.45 a.m. turn off steam, and stir well for fifteen minutes ; at 11 a.m. add the soup 
meat with its liquor, and make up the required quantity with hot water, if necessary. 
Next add the pepper and salt, stir all together for one minute, then close lid of copper till 
time to serve up. 

N.B.— The coppers are to be kept closed as much as possible during cooking. 

In order that each ration may contain its proper proportion of the constituents of the 
soup, the contents of the copper must be frequently stirred while serving up. 

“Fresh vegetables” are leeks, parsnips, turnips, turnip tops, carrots, cabbage, and other 
succulent vegetables. Care must be taken that the carrots and parsnips are cut into small 
pieces before cooking. Cabbage and turnip tops should be chopped small and boiled apart 
from the bone liquor, the water in which they have been boiled being thrown away.
